(Amended) A compound of formula (I) according to claim 1 wherein R is 
attached to a ring carbon and is selected from fluoro, chloro, bromo, cyano, methyl, methoxy, 
ethylthio, 2 -hydroxy ethylthio or 2-dimethylaminoethylthio and m is 0-2; wherein the values 
of R 2 may be the same or different; 

or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or an in vivo hydrolysable ester thereof.
